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COUNTING THEIR STRENGTH. 


Fricvnda ef the Morrisen Bill. Cenfident of Pag«ing 
that Measure through the Heuse.

Wasuincton, April 10.—The evening after 
the def of the Converse wool bill, Mr. 
Morrison was strolling leisurely up and 
cown the checked marble floor of Wiiliard’s 
hotel lobby, the very picture of congress- 
sional serenity. His reverie was interrupted 
with the question: ‘*‘What do you think of 
the vote on the woo! to day, colonel?” 

“T am satistied,’’ was the reply of the 
Waterloo district statesman. 

In that brief answer thereis something to 
admire. Mr, Morrison didn’t want the out: 
side worla to know what hethought of the 
voile considering the frequent assurances 
he had received that the defeat of the Con- 
verse bill assured the passege of his bill 
it wasa modestreply too. It was in every 
way pre ferable to the letter he wrote to the 
young men of Brooklyn to be read at their 
champagne popping /ast Saturday night, in 
which he said his biil would pass unless some 
democrats were false totheir constituents. 
Mr. Morrison’s hotel epigrams are superior to 
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his banquet letters and his congressional 
speeches, A few feet from him was 
Frank Hurd surrounded by & 
circle of his friends whe were 


exhausting the vacabulary of compliment on 
the ringing speech be had made that mor. 
ning fortree wool. Mr. Hurd’s exuberefice 
contrasted strikingly with Mr. Morrison’s re- 
ticence. He talked with that glowing mz»; 
netism cherecteristic alike of bis pet themes, 
One would have thought that-the Morrison 
bill had already passed the house and the 
senate too, and had almost gone on to the 
statute books. Aecording to Mr. Hurd the 
business was setiled. 

All this is easy to believe while you listen 
to the persuasive ©: iofree trader, but it will 
bardly bear analysis. When Morrison 
bil' is effered to the house next Tuesday it 
must show more strength than was aiftzibuted 
to it in yesterday’s vote oritis lost. Of the 
fifty-seven Cemocrats who stood by Mr, Ran. 
dajl in the caucus, forty were by him again 
to sustain the Converse biil. Tue three dem- 
ocrats from Connecticut, yoted against in- 
creased tariff on wool, and are known be 
among the firmest opponents of the Morrison 
bill. Another, Mr. George Wise, oi Virginia, 
who voted pay, has declared that he 
wil! not vote for any bill at this session to 
djsiurb the tariff iow the vote on the Con- 
verse bill signifies that a majority of the 
house stands ready to vote fora tarilf bill 
while knowing itcannot become a law, I can- 
noisee. The house was rather thin when the 
vote was taken. Twelve republicans voted 
against the Converse bill. Notonme-of them, 
in all probability, will vote to consider the 
Morrison bill. Change their yotes from the 
126 against the Converse bill to the 119 for it 
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anc the result will be 131 to 114 
This is without counting Lhe 
democrats who voted hay on 


the Converse b'll, and ere known to be op- 
posed to the Morrison bill. If the Morrison 
men accept the vote against the Converse 
bil!, therefore, as a test of their strength, they 
leave themselves in a clear minority because 
they count on a dozen republican votes which 
belong.on the other side, Yet these ventie- 


nien are very confident. Mr. Morrison’ has 
received telegrams of congratulation. 
So has Speaker Carlisle. Enthu-

Milis, of Texas, from the committee on ways 
and means, reported a bill amending the 
statutesin reference to the immediate trans- 
portation of dutiable goods.

On motion of Mr. Taibot, of Maryland, the 
senate bill passed further to suspend the 
operation of section 5574 revised statutes in 
reference to the guano is!ands, ‘he contest 
over the public building measures was re-~ 
sumed, 
THE PUBLIC BUILDING DEBATE. 


Mr. Stockslager, of Indiana, again led the 


friends of the public buildings bill, and 
moved to go into committee of the whole 
for the consideration these measures. Owing 


to the early hour of meeting, there was no 
quorum in the house,and that point was raised 
by Mr. Warner, of Ohio, whereupon Mr. 
Belford emphasically demanded a cal] of the 
house, and seryed notice upon Mr. Warner 
that as the fight bad begun it would be con- 
tinued during the progress of the roii-call, 
which Mr. Belford declared would show 
whether there wasa quorum of courageous 
men or cowards present. Many members 
came in, and atits conciusiou there were 222 
representatives answering to their names, 
and further proceedings under the call were 
dispensed with. A few minutes before 2 Mr. 


Warner moved to adjourn, but 
this being voted down, the 
legislative. day of Wednesday continued. 


Aiter a skirmish for a quarter of an hour the 
mation of Mr. Stockslager was agreed to, and 
at 12:15, the house went into committee of 


the whole, Mr. Welborn, of Texas. ip the 
chair. As indicated, the first bill appropiat- 


ing $50,000 for the erection of a pubiic builds 
ing at Greeneville, South Carolina, was not 
opposed with the bitterness which has char- 
acteriztd the opposition to the other bills, 
After halfan hourthe bill was ! aside 
with a fayorable recommendation, 

The next bill was ope appropriating $100, 
000 fora building at New Albany, Indiana, 
The opposition against it became aggressive. 
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Mr. Thompson, of Kentucky, said the resolu- 
tion under which the committee was acting 
making public building bills a continuous or- 
derwas a scheme forjpublic plunder. The bills 
could not be put through except by putting 
all the pork in one pool, Nearly every mem- 
berspexkingin the debate was attacked by 
some other member upon his rgcord upon 
former occasions, and the sparring was not 
always good natured. 
WHEN MR, HOLLMAN SMILED 

During a colloguy between Mr. Thompson, 
of Kentucky, and Mr. Hatch, of Missour!, the 
floor was the scene of great confusion, and 
it was with the utmost exertion that the 
speaker could make their voices heard above 
the din. Tbis was increased by shouts of 
laughter, when Mr. Aiken, of South Caros 
lina, innecently suggested that this was an 


Indiana bill, and sarcastically inquired 
whether Mr.“=Hollman could not find some 
objection to ‘it. Mr. Hollman’s 
smiling reply was that this was 


an unusually meritorious measure, which 
only served to redouble the merriment 
and calied down upon him a lecture from Mr, 
Money, of Mississippi, who twitted the Cere- 
bus of the treasury upon his sudden access of 
liberality assoon as indiana was reached, 
The bill was finally laid aside for a favorable 
report, 
THE CHATPANOOGA BUILDING 

The billfora public building at Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., cost not exceed $100,000, 
was opposed by Mr. McCombs, of Marylanc, 
and advocated by Mr. Dibrell and. Mr. 
Houghton of Tennessee, and was laid aside 
for a favorable report. Throughout the day 
there wes a great deal of noise upon the floor

dispite numerous remonstrances of 
the chairman, accompanied by some 
vigorous rapping of the gavel. 


Much time was expended in discussing points 
f order, which were finally decided by the 
chairman in sucha clear manner as to call 
for a public compliment from Mr Wilson, of 
lowa. 

The members of the committee were in the 
best of humor, and although the opposition 
at times made use of pretty severe language, 
there was no bad blood exhibited until the 
bill for the erection ofa building at Augusta, 
Maine, at an ultimate cost of $150,000, was 
reached, when Mr Milliken, of Maine, and 
Mr Storm, cf Pennsylvania, indulged in a 
rather beated colloguy, which continued un- 
til the debate closed by limitation. The biil 
was acted upon favorably, and then the com- 
mittee rose and the bills were reported to the 
house which, without further action, ad- 
journed., 

OTHER APPROPRIATIONS RECOMMENDED 

The house public buildings committee to- 
day agreed to recommend the erection of a 
public building at Asheville, N. C., to cost 
$50 000, and Jacksonville, Fla., to cost $100,- 
000, 

For the purpose of obtaining a square test 
vote on the merits of the tariff bill, Mr, Kelly, 
of Pennsylvania, will demand the yeas and 
nays on the motion to go into committee of 
the whole for its consideration, if suck mo- 
tion is made by Mr. Morrison on Tuesday 
next, as he has given notice that he will do. 

THE COMPTROLLER’S RESIGNATION. 

The comptroller of the currency, Mr. Knox, 
has resigned his present office to accept the 
presidency of a New York bank. The resig- 
nation has not been officially made pubiie, 
but will be as soon as the committee invesil- 
gating the affairs of the Pacific national bank 
of Boston makes its report.

SUBSTITUTE FOR PENDING 
PRESIDENTIAL BILLS,

The Two Housrs to Meet.and Debate Until the Firet 
Saturday Afier Aisembling, When no Other 
Recess Will be Permitted—Hew Doeubis 
Are to be Settled- Other Pein s. 


Wasuincoton, April 10.—The following is 
the text of the substitute reported to the 
house today from the presidential law com- 
mittee for the bills relating to the election of 
president and vice president: 

Section 1. That the electors of each state shall 
meetand give their votes on the second Monday in 
December next following their appointment, at 
such place in each state as the legislature of such 
state shall direet. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty cf the execu- 
tive of each state to cause these lists of names of 
the electors of such state, duly ascertained ac- 
cording to the law of the state, to have been chosen, 
to be made and certified, and to be delivered as 
S000 a8 May be after sueh determination shall be 
had tothe electors,and before the day on which 
they are required by law to meet. 

section 3. That congress shall be in session the 
second Tuesday in Jauuary succeeding each meet- 
ing of the electors. The senate and house of rep- 
reventatives shail meet in the hall of the house of 
repsentatives at the hour of oneo'ciock iu the af- 
ternoon on that day in joint convention, and the 
president of the senate sbajl be the presidiog 
olficer of said joint convention. Two tellers shall ve 
permernenuy appointed on the part of the senate 
and two on the part of the house of representatives, 
io whom shall be handed, as they a:e opened by 
the president of the senate, all the certificates and 
papers purporting to be certificates of electoral 
votes, which certificates and papers shall be open- 
ed, presented, and acted uvon in the alphabetical 
order of the states, beginning with the state of Ala- 
bama, and said tellers having 
then read the same in the resence 
and hearing of the joint convention, skall make 
a listof the votes as they appear from said certifi- 
cates and the vetes having been ascertained a:.d 
counted by the tellers the result shall be delivered to 
the presiding‘oflicer ofthe joint convention, who 
shai, thereupon announce the state of the vote, 
and the names ofthe persous, if any, elected presi 
deut and vice presideut efthe United States, and 
said announcement, together with the list of the 
votes, shall be entered on the journals of thesen« 
ate and the house of representatives, and the 
presiding officer of the joint convention 
shali, 28 Soon as may be, notify said persons of 
their election to said cflices of presieent and vice 
president... Andif, on the eall of the states, no 
objection ismadeto the return, then the votes 
thereof shall be counted and added tothe list of 
states whose votes are determined; butin case ob- 
jection has been made, as hereinafter provided, 
then said return shall be laid aside, to be proceed- 
ed within the same manner as is hereipafter 
provided forin case of the doubtful return of 
votes from a state. All objections tothe counting 
of the vote of any state shail be made in writing, 
aud sigued by at least three members of the joiut 
convention before the cail of said states, said ob- 
jection to be placed in the handsof the presiding 
officer of said joint convention, who shail present 
the same on the callofthe state. If more than 
one returu or paper, purporting to be a return, 
from a siate shall have been recsived by the presi- 
dent of tho senate, then and in thai 
case, the presiding officer of 
the joint convention shall submit to the members 
therevi to determine as to which is the proper re- 
turn, and three hours shall be allowed for debate, 
and the joint convention sha)! then proceed to voie 
per capita, commencing With the state of Alabama, 
u#ud these votes shall be counted and added te ihe 
list of voles already ascertained, of which a ma- 
jority of the oint convention shall determive to 
pave been contained in the proper and legal re- 
turn 

Section four, of the substitute, after prescri- 
bing the manner in which the seats for mem 
bers of the joint convention shall be arranged 
continues: 

Such joint convention shall not be dissolved 
until the count of the elecioral ¥ote shall be com- 
pleted aud the result declared, and no recess shail 
be taken for a longer time than one calendar day, 
and on the reassembling of the joint couvention 
on Saturday after the first meeting should the 
count and declaration of the voies nut have been 
previousiy made and announced, no further or 
other recess shallbe had untilthe count of the 
electoral votes shaii be completed andthe result 
declared. 
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WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Giim psesa at Men and ithiagsin and About the Capita 
—Minor Matters of the Day.

WasHINGTON, April 10.—Senator Vest is 
a bright man. When he. is at his 
best be is the most captivating speaker 


in the senate. This fact made his parting 
shot at the educational bill all the more to be 
regretted. He crowded into five minutes a 
good deal of bad humor and bad taste. He 
characterizcd Mr. Voorhees’s speech as ‘‘a 
succession of brilliant tropes and figures and 
second hand rhetoric;’ as a ‘‘tawdsy imita~ 
tion’’ of Senator Blair’s effort, and as 
‘‘a feeble attempt at classical brilliancy.”’ Lt 
might be expected that a senator who thus 
severely criticised the style of one of his 
peers would go further and give 
in hisown speeci: an example of what sena- 
torial oratory should be. Mr. Vest did this. 
But he wouid hardiy we willing that the fol- 
lowing effusion should be corsidered as _ his 
ideal of either literary elegance, parliament: 
ary courtesy, orn@gnatorialdignity. Here it 
18: 

But, Mr. President, why talk about the 
constitution? Why sing bymns when we have 
had a constitutional funeral such as has been 
solemnized throughout this debate? I have 
but this to say: 1 will never again undertake 
tu stand here and make an argument u,on 
the constitution and appeal to this side of 
the chamber to sustain me either upon prece- 
dents coming from statesmen ~or upon opin- 
ions of the supreme court. We have beard 
of the monkeys in council who sat in grave 


and deliberate judgment upon a question of 
state until some mischievous weg threw in 
their midst a handful of nuts, when the | 


council broke up in the most ‘admired disor- 
der.’”’ One hundred and five million dollars 
has been thrown into,this council of state 
and the monkeys are grabbing in every di- 
rection, and if that part of the menagerie 
from Indiana does not get its part of the nuts 
it willnot be the faultof the distinguished 
senator who has spoken to-day 

Mr. Thomas P. Ochiltree is never in want 
of sensational notoriety. Just as the Lasker 
episode was luiling into oblivion the irrepres- 
sible Texan comes to the front as a conspicus 
ous figure in a Suit against a 
Russian baronness in New York for her room 
rept. .Mr. Ochiltree’s attentions to the lady 
have been so devoted: that they have kept 
him in New York a great part of the session. 
A Texas gentleman tells me that this last 
advertisement will cost Wr, Ochiltree a seat 
in the next congress. 

Mr. Pettibone, the republican who beat 
Bob Taylor of Tennessee, is the must noted 
man in thejhouse for one thing—that is ap- 
plause. He is the orstor’s friend, Almost 
every time a member rises to advocate the 
view of any question which Pettibone indor- 
ses the Tennessee member procures a chair, 
directly in frontofhim. He claps his hands, 
stamps his feet and calls out his approval of 
what is being said. When the man concludes 
Pettibone instantly grasps bis hand for a 
vigorous congratulation, or if the speech has 
been particularly impressive he throws his 
arms around him in an ecstacy of admiration. 
Mr. Pettibone has the most beautifully de- 
veloped emotional nature I have ever seen 10 
operation. 

Senator McPherson is anxious to have his 
banking biil brought up in the house but 
the way to consideration there 
will be very hard to travel 
for the rest of this session. All hone of 
bringing up any of the numerous bankrupt 
bills, or a commitiee bill has practically been 
abandoned. 

Ex:Governor Long, of Massachusetts, who 
gained much praise for his speech against the 
whisky bill, remarked a day or twe ago: I 
did not think I was making much of a speech. 
Alithat I said had been said before. T 
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truth is, that after Mr. Blount made his ar- 
gument against the bill, there was nothing 
new to be said on that side.’’ 

The real estate lists show a rapid and steady 
growth of population in Washington.

Gur Minister Unabie to Protee: American Property — 
Steres Clos: d and Hict Feared. 

_ Crtry or Mexico, April 10—A1l the stores 
in the republic of Mexico are closed today, 
the merehants uranimously protesting 
against the eaforcement of the stamp ‘act. 
Great anxiety prevails throughout the coun- 
try. All efforts at compromise tetween the 
merchanis and President Gonzalez have sig- 
ally failed. The president insists upon the 
dollec.ion of the tax at all hazards. ‘There is 
gome talk of fining the merchants for a viola- 
tion of the spirit of the law. 

Your correspondent has just come from a 
aall upon Minister Morgan. He states his 
utter inability to protect the property of 
American merchants against the enforcement 
of the decree. ; 

All business in this city is suspended, and 
ig likely toremain so indefinitely. No stores 
will be ocened to-morrow uniess the police 
open them. 

_, The excitement to-day has been gradually 
increasing since morning, and no man can 
tell when and where it will stop. Men of in- 
telligence and experience here in this city of 
idiosyncrasies say to your correspondent that 
the danger of riots here and elsewhere in the 
republic isimminent; that they are sure to 
come unless the govenment recedes from its 
uncompromising position. It tw difficult at 
this hour to forecast the probable events of 
to-morrow, but that it will be fraught with 
more anxiety than to-day seems certain now.

THE BLACK RBPrUBSBLIC. 


Mayil Staggering Under the Claims of Foreign 
Governmonts for Reparation. 

Havana, April 10.—The latest advices from 
Hayti state that on March 20 the Italian 
transport Cointe de Cavour arrived at Port 
Au Prince. The object of its visit is to seek 
satisfaction for the actof the Haytians, who, 
some time ago, took from an Italian bark, at 
Bettit Goave, several insurgents and shot 
them. J.M. Langston, American minister 
at Port Au Prince, demanded of tbe Haytian 
government the payment of $400,000 as an 
indemnity for American losses on account of 
the riots last September, or the surrender of 
the Mole St. Nicholas esa guarantee that the 


money will be paid. The German claims 
for the same cause amount to 
$500,000. The Freneh claims reach an equal 


sum, and the English claims are $250,000. fhe 
disturbances on the »Domingo frontier 
have ied to the departure of Ovide Camem, 
minister of the interior, foranminterview with 
the Santo Domingoauthoryities. The Haytian 
governinent has put imto circulation the 
dreaded additional $1,000,000 paper money. 
The number killed during the revolution is 
officially declared to have been 7,000. The 
disappearance of several persons implicated 
in the revolution fgeausiag considerable com- 
motion. The new paper money is having a 
depressing effect on commerce. Coffee is 
quoted at 9 to 934. Cocoa 84 to 9.

Aw Italian in New York Fairly Eaten Up by the 
Little Parasites. 

New Yerxk, April 10.—Antonio Pisino, 
twenty-five years old, was taken to Bellevue 
hospital on, Menday night. He complained 
cf jercerpPss and pain in hig muscles, and 
thought #e was suffering from rheumatism.

In Pisino’s 
ease the disease hay made great headway, the 
trichine being found in all the muscles. This 
can be determined by the pain it causes the 


patient when pinched in any partot the 
body. But three authentic cases of trichi- 
nosis have been treated at Bellevue hospital 
in five years.

he Fereeta Aflame-—Kiine Burned—Cora Cribs Do- 
stroyed—Orops Swept Away. 

In thé great sand storm and windfire of last 
week, the damage done in Southern Georgia went 
up to fully $2¢0,00), The fencing destroyed alone 
represented an immense amount of labor, the 
buiidings burned and the stock killed 1.uch more, 
while the drifty sand thrown over prepared 
ground, necessitates that the work of thousands of 
hands must b+ done over again. 

Bob Gilbert, colored, living on the ForSes 
tation, in Booly, had his corn crib and all his corn 
destroyed, together with some of his bedding. 
There was about five thousand rails burned on the 
same plantation. Dale’s mill, in Pi rece county, 
together with all the dwelling and other houses on 
the east side of theS. F.& W. R ',, were com- 
pletely consumed by fire [It caught 
from the siab kiln. This will throw 
a great many hands out of emp oyment. 

In Taylor county, where there i- much smd,the 
winds of last Wednesday scattered ‘he sands a foot 
thick over all the new ploug! ground. New 
ground being cleared was covered with burning 
brushheaps. This fire was blown around promise 
cously, and covereia wide swathe ofcountry. The 
two story residence of Mrs. Little was destroyed. 
The entire growing crop of Mr. O. T. Montfort was 
burned. The plantation of Mr. R 8S. Moore, Mr 
Ed Mgore and Mr. BR. G, Tomlin, were scorched 
over and all buildings burned. On Thursday Mr. 
John Childers. living two miles south of town and 
one of the most progressive farmers in our county, 
learning of the fact that the cyclone and fire had 
worked such serious loss to Mr. Moore, collected 
from his own and from other farms aboot twenty 
hands and with himself, these twenty hands and 
a good team went to work wiih a vim to give Mr’ 
Moore the benefit of a day’s labor. 

Last Wednesday morning fire caught out from 
log heaps in Mr. Thorapson Sheffield’s plantation, 
in Dodge county, which completely cousumed all 
his fencing, houses and contents, even to the curb 
around his well. Mrs. Lucinda Thompson lost all 
ou her plantation, corn cribaud contents, smoke- 
house aud a!! other houses except the one in which 
she lived aud its contents. Next Mrs. Wiggius, 
E'ick Wrightand William A.J. Hali lostall their 
fencing. Mr. Dan Beiflower losteverything he had 
except one mattress, two pillows and a shotgun. 

_ A few miles from Americus Mr. Neal Ray lost 
four or five hundred panels of fence, Mrs, Brown 
six or seven hundred. Mr. James Parkerabout 200, 
aud Mr. Kent Bray 100. Six miiesfrom the city 
J. H. Cheek lost four or five thousand rails, and is 
likely to lose a six acre patch of oats, He would 
heve lost his dwelling and o.her houses but for the 
ener: etic sid of hisueighbors. Mr. J. W. Cheek 
lost ive hundred panels of fence, and Mr, Jesse 
Salter seven or eight hundred panels. A colored 
man on the Mize farm was burning off some new 
ground, when the fire spread into Colonel Toole's 
land, anda colored woman, fearing her house 
would catch on fire, moved out her goods. The 
house escaped, but sparks caught and consumed 
the goods, The woods on Mr. Wilder’s piace 
burned; no damage. Messrs. Harrold, Johnson & 
Co. lost abouta mile and ahalfof fence. Mr. San- 
ford Massey lost several hundred panels, and Mr. 
Lackey about £00,and Mr. John Walters about 30. 
On the same day Mr. Tillman lost about 13 paneis. 

in Webster county Mr. Irvin Prathro bad fire 
hundred panels of fence burned. Frank Norman 
had bis house and everything he had destroyed by 
fire. Onsam Chappell’s plantation the fence was 
all destroyed by fire. Jim Price had his corn crib 
and 150 bushels of corn burned, two hogs were also 
burnedto death. W.R. Statham lost his dwelling 
house. furnitureand everything else. W. H. Mer- 
cer, W. F. Spann and Fed Colbert's loss is supposed 
to be about 250 panels of fenceeach. Others suffer- 
ed loss. 

Giascock county also suffered terribly from the 
winds aud fire. Whole piantations were run over 
by the fire. {t wasonly by heroic werk that the 
town of Gibson was saved from complete annihi-~ 
lation. Nothing was destroyed in the town, but 
some little distance outin the country, alorg the 
track of the fiery destroyer, a great deal of damage 
wes done Mr. 1.8. Peebles is the greatest loser. 
His loss will aggregate $500. He has two places 
lving in the track of the fire, both of which suf- 

ered considerably. He has teuants living on these 
places—the family of Mr. Taylor Thigpen is Jiving 
on one of them, while Messrs. Moat and Daniel 
occupy the other, It was truly shocking 
10 see and know the cen dition 
of these poor people, and especial- 
ly the family of Daniel. Mr. and Mrs. Daniel had 
jast the day before buried one of their sweet little 
children, Their hearts were almost broken over 
this bereavement, when they found themselves 
almost enveloped by cruel flames. They were 
forced to take their things from the dwelling and 
desert it, and to carry them into the public road 
which wes near by; and here they bad to move 
them twice up the road to get beyond the relent- 
Jess flames. It was enough to meit the hardest and 
most Callous heart to see Mrs. Daniel with her re- 
maining little children o'’tin the public road by 
these things—er little all, while fire was every 
wmonleht inreatening to burn down ber houses.

Siddons, E. D. Bowles, E. G. Gregory, N. H. R. 
Dawson, H. 8. D, Mallory, and John Haralson. 
The terminal points of the proposed 
road are Selma and some point on’ the southern 
boundary line ofthe state of Tennessee, in the 
county of Lauderdale; in this state. The road 
Will pass8 through the coOuaties of Dallas, Perry, 
Bibb, Tuskaloora, Jefferson, Walker, Winston, 
Fayette, Lamar, Franklin, Colbert, and Lauderdale, 
crossing the Tennessee river at or near Florence. 


The Richmond and Danville. 
From the Baltimore Day, 

The improvement of the Richmond and Danville 
railroad, which it was stated in the Day of afew 
days ago wouid take place, has already begun. One 
thousand tous of the 27,000 tons of steel rails recent» 
ily ordered, have arrived at Richmond for distribu- 
tion. A southern paper states that every foot of the 
track between Atlanta, Ga., and Alexandria, Va., 
is to be taken up, and an entire steel rail, rock bal- 
lasted w.rack is to be put dowa. Wher the improve- 
ments now projected are completed the trains will 
be run through without break at an average speed 
of 40 miles an hour. 

There is a firm belief that the act enabling the 
city of Baltimore to loan the road $2,000 000 will 
become effective, and it is very likely that direct 
connection with Baliimore over the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroal will be made, In that event trains 
will run through from Atlanta into the Baltmore 
and Ohio depotin Baltimore, and the traveler need 
not leave his seat from the time he takes it at Atan- 
ta until he reaches his destination. A new bridge 
across the Potomac wiil be built, so as to avoid any 
break at Washingtor. 


The South Carolina, 
From the Augusta Evening News. 

The South Carolina railroad seems to be in de- 
mand, and it also seems about to be sold. Notwith- 
Sianding the denials of its contemplated sale by the 
old fogy morning papers, the rumors remain on 
top, and now the road is being sold not on’'y to the 
Clyde but to the Central system. 

It seems that the road must go, and itis nowa 
question of the highest bidder. The Clyde system 
wants it, of course, so astoget asouth Atlantic 
port and get around the Georgia and Central rail- 
roadsin bringing freights from Atlanta and that 
territory. The South Carolina road from Columbia 
to Charleston widl be the only link needed to 
complete the chain made by the Air Line, the 
Greenville and Columbia and counecting branches 
for such a combination. 

On the other band the Central must have the 
South Carolina to protect its business over the 
Georgia road ard over its new Augusta and Knox~ 
ville and Carolina branches and also to control the 
south AUlantic ports. And thusthe statements and 
the rumors go around, and there are many pointers 
showing that Mr. Raeul wants it as badly as the 
Clydes. ‘The twosystems have met before in bid- 
diag for roads, and it has been customary in these 
paris of late to find out that the Central generally 
gobbles up the prizes. 

The Mississippi and Tennessee, 
Yrom the Memphis Avalanche. 

The MceUVomb or controlling interest in the Miss- 
issippi and Tennessee railroad, has at last been def- 
initely and unmistakably sold. This fact an Ava- 
lanche reporter yesterday ascertained from Gener- 
al E. ©. Walthall, of Mississippi, who had just ar- 
rived in the city. General Walthali is the trustee 
of H. M. MeComb's estate, and he came here to 
make all arrangements necessary for a transfer to

ihe purchase. 

It has been known here since July last that the 
9 600 shares of Mississippiand Tennessee stock held 
by the estate of H S. McComb, deceased, had been 
offered for sale ata fixed price, It seems that a 
respousible party has been found now that appre- 
ciates the value of this property. _Atany rate the 
stock hasbeen purchased by the Northwestern im- 
provement company, and was yesterday reguiarly 
transferred on the railroad books to that Corpora- 
tion. 
iue improvement company is said to be a 
strong econeern, and R, [. Wilson & Co. are largely 
interested init. This is the company now buiid- 
ing the- Vicksburg and New Orleans road, andit 
is understood thatit will proceed at onceto put 
the Mississippi and Tennessee in first-class condi- 
tion ia all respects. This road is a valuable piece 
of property, runs through a flae country aud has 
au excellent local trade and good connections It 
is free from complications aud is economically and 
carefully managed. 

The owners of the improvement company have 
made a goodinvestment for themselves, aud one 
which it is believed will result to the advantage of 
this city, to which the Misussippi and Tennessee 
has been a most valuable line of transportation. 
General Walthall would say nothing of the terms 
of the sale further than that the purchasers paid 
for the stock the price at which it was © ffered to 
other parties who have talked of buying if, but 
declined the terms. Itissaid that there is to be 
no change in the management. 

The McComb estate owned 9,000 shares—a Con 
trolling interest—at $50 per share, the total number 
of shares being 16,500. The Mississippi and Tennes- 
see roa i was the only railroad in the south that was 
not sold out during the war. It contracted a war 
debt of $2,000,000 to meet which it issued bonds in 
two series of $1,000 000 each. It is considered a 
gilt-edge investment, as it has paid eight per cent 
interest and all the expenses have been promptly 
met. It runs through DeSoto, Tate, Panola, Talla- 
hatchie, Yalobusha and Grenada counties, Miss 
sippi, to Grenada, where it connects -with the 
lliineis Central for New Orleans and for northern 
»oOin ts. 

, Along the line of the road about 70.000 bales of 
cotton are produced annually, four-fifths of which 
is marketed in Memphis. Up to date it Bas brought 
56,000 bales to Memphis and has carried 65,000 

les to New Orleans. “i 
orne price realized is understood to be 66>, — 
on the dollar, or $300,000 for the 9000 shares.

(a) If it be shown thatsuch purchase was 
made to hinder, delay and defraud the credi- 
tor, or the circumstances show that such 
purchase was not made in good faith, but for 
the purpose of taking an undue advantage of 
the creditor, then he would not be a bona 
fide purchaser; but when a valuable con 
sideration has been paid for the property, and 
the purchaser has entered into possession of 
the same as his own, and heid for four years, 
then itis discharged from the lien of any 
judgment against the person from whom he 
purchased, notwithstanding the purchaser 
may have known ofthe existence of the 
judgment.

Mr. Joseph Medi!!, editor of the Chicago 
Tribune, end Mr. Hesing of the Chicego 
Staats Zeitung, presented on Monday in a 
strong light before the senate couimittee oa 
postofiices, the grievances of newspaper pub.
